Committee to Appear Before 
Missouri State Conven- 
tion This Week. 


Edward J. McCullen, 
David Kreyling, secretary of Central 
Trades and Labor Union, will appear 
before the teachers of Missouri at the 
annual meeting of the Missouri State 
Teachers’ Association at Jefierson City 


Wednesday to urge that the teachers 
unionize themselves. 

“The hod carrier, the sewer digger 
and even the street cleaner and scaven- 
ger receive far better remuneration for 
their labor than the average school 
teacher,”’ declares the report adopted at 
Sunday’s meeting of Central Trades and 
Labor Union. Statistics are quoted to 
prove that the average pay of schoo 
teachers in the United States is $349 a 
year. 

In, an appeal, which will be 
fore the teachers, the work of the 
teacher {s compared with that of the 
labor organization, both being directed 
against “ignorance and slavery. The 
teachers, it is declared, can improve 
their condition only by their own efforts, 
as organized labor has done, and as the 
Chicago teachers have done. 

At Sunday's meeting a motion to deny 
seats to delegates representing the 
Brewery Firemen’s Union was referred 
to the Executive Board.

It is accompanied, however, by a decrease in the 

- total number of manufacturing plants, as signifi- 
cant as*anything which belongs to increase in popu- 
Jation and popular activities. 

The decrease of not quite 5 per cent in Missouri 
is characteristic of general conditions in the West, 
if not in the country as @ whole.

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LAYING, on Christmas Eve and Sunday at that, the part of the heathen 
princess, Yo-San, in the Japanese tragedy of “The Darling of the 
Gods,”’ isn't a very Christmasy task, but Miss Percy Haswell put her 
whole heart into it at the Garrick last night—and enjoyed a bit of the Christ- 
mas atmosphere in spite of all. 

This is because, in her dressie@s: room, the walls and ceiling and make-up 
table and looking glass and electric ight brackets had been festooned with 
green holly leaves and red holly berries and thus made to look as much like 
Christmas as any other apartment in St. Louis. The working staff of her com- 
pany had done it, toiling secretly through the day and seeing to it that Miss 
Haswell was kept out of the room until its decorating was accomplished, so 
that wien she did finally enter the successor of Miss Blanche Bates in the 
role of Yo-San found a very charming Yuletide picture confronting her aston- 
ished eyes. And not only was the holly everywhere, but everywhere among 
the holly were electric light bulbs that glowed into a beautiful illumination when 
Miss Haswell touched the button at one side of her make-up mirror. 

“It's very, very lovely!” cried Yo-San. Then, as befits a Chmstian woman 
playing the part of a heathen Japanese princess, Miss Haswell proceeded to do 
her Christian duty and be the most effective heathen Japanese princess pos- 
sible to her—and the Christmas EPve*performance of ‘“‘The Darling of the 
Gods” showed a very acceptable Yo-San indeed. 

There weren't many people in the Garrick to witness the performance. 
because Christmas eve is the worst theatrical night in all the year, but those 
vho were present enjoyed the play. It is produced very much as during its long 
World's Fair run at the Imperial Theater last year. In some respects Miss 
-iaswell, as Yo-San, is more satisfactory than was even Miss Bates, now 
pinning fresh laurels as ““The Girl of the Golden West'’'—quite a change from 
this Japanese girl of the lacquered East—under ‘the encouraging Belasco 
Management. Miss Haswell is not quite as daintily Japanese as was Miss 
Bates, but she fs more dramatic, and she makes a stronger stage figure, 
pecially in the strenuous fourth act. There her great scene with the cruel war 
ininister, Zakkuri, was finely done and won th@ most enthusiastic applause. 
Taken as a whole, the new Yo-San is acceptable in all the essentials of the 
character and a very worthy succeSsor to the first of the name. 

Mr. Robert T. Haines, Missourian, created the part of Kara, the Samurai 
hero’ of the Belasco-Long tragedy, but until last night had not been seen as 
Kara in St. Louis, having left the original company following the play's first 
longs New York run. He is an effective Kara, a bit too stagy at times, but 
true in the main, and better in the climaxing scenes of the story than in its 
beginning. The Zakkuri of Mr. Frederick A. Thompson was an impressive vil- 
lain, cool, craftily malevolent and not over-acted, and the general support 
yas satisfactory. . 

The Garrick celebrates its first anniversary Tuesday night with thge 1100th 
performance of “‘The Darling of the Gods."’ Every lady present at th¥s anni- 
versary performance will receive a handsome souvenir in the shape of a sil- 
yer paper cutter miniature reproduction of the Japanese swords used in the 
play. 

‘‘Way Down. East’’ Ever Popular. 

“Way Down East.’ which returmed to the city Sunday and opened at the 
Century Theater, is one of the few plays with which the American people will 
divide their holiday money. The night before Christmas is the poorest in all 
the theatrical season, but what night it is does not matter much with ‘‘Way 
Down East.’ The sale of seats for the present engagement opened to the same 
demand that has awaited the coming of this play for nine vears, and the audi- 
ences this week will be just about as they were last year, the year before that, 
and so back to the beginning.

IGANTIC skeletons of prehivtorie | 
Indians nearly eight feet tail 


have been discovered along the 
banks of the Choptank river in Mary- 
land by employes of the Maryland 
Academy of Science. The remains are 
at the academy's building on Franklin 
Street, where they are being articu- 
lated and restored by the academy ex- 


pert, John Widgeon, negro. They will Se 


be placed on public exhibition early in 
the fall. i 
The collection comprises elght skele- 
tons, of which some are women dnd 
children. They are not all complete, 


but all the larger bones have teen 


found and there is at least one com- 
plete skeleton of an adult man. ‘The 
excavations were in progress for 
months and the discovery is considered 
one of the most important from the 
Standpoint of anthropology in Mary- 
land in a number of years. The re- 
mains are believed to be at least 1000 
years old. The formation of the ground 
above and the location of the gravés 
give evidence of this. During the @x- 
cavations the remains of the camps of 
later Indians were revealed. These 
consisted of oyster shell heaps, charred 
and burned earth and fragmentg “of 
cooking utensils. These discoveries 
were made fully ten feet above the 
graves which contained the gigantic 
skeletons, 

There have been other discoveries in 
Maryland of remains of men of tre- 
mendous stature. A skeleton was @e- 
covered at Ocean City several years &g&5 
which measured a fraction over 7 féet é 
inches, This skeleton was interred in a 
regular burying mound and beads man; 
ufactured by 
upon it. The dead Indian was probably 
one of the tribes mentioned by Capt. 
John Smith, who, tn July, 1608, made a 
voyage of exploration of the Chesa- 


peake bay. 


At the point on the Choptank where 
the remains were found there are steep 
shelving cliffs of sand ‘and gravel that 
extend to the water's edge. Beneath the 
bank is a layer of marl. The graves are 
in the sand a few feet above the Ward 
marl and have deposits of between 2) 
and 30 feet of sand and gravel above 
them. A pecullar feature of the discov- 
ery is the charred state of the bones 
of the women and children.

Suburban Park Track Is a 
Source of Revenue to Cres- 
cent City Jockey Club.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 25.—The’ local 
turf war took on a new aspect today as 
the result of unexpected developments. 
The Sunday track across the Mississip- 
pi ine near the Httle town of Algiers 


has become a source of financial supply 
for the Crescent City Jockey Club and 
it was announced that application had 
been made for a receiver for the City 
Park course. A large crowd poured 
through Suburban Park gates to see 
the Sunday racing, and paid 50 cents 
apiece, replenishing the pockets of the 
track’s backers. Then came the an- 
nouncement of the receivership applica- 
tion. 

It is thought here that the men  be- 
hind the Suburban track have estab- 
lished a base that will do much toward 
Pweceian up the fight against BHdadward 

Corrigan and the American Racing As- 
sociation. In order to compete against 
the City Park {t is necessary to give 
big purses in each event at the Fair 
Grounds. ‘The latter track is losing 
money daily, but the Sunday racing Is 
a winner. Yesterday was the third Sun- 
day of the sport, and, although the 
wurst kind of horses were seen in every 
event, the patrons gave cvery evidence 
of their approval. The runners were 
the cast;,off of the stables at both the 
New Orleans’ tracks, but the Sunday 
racegocrs do not care about the quality 
of the contestants. They merely regard 
them as mediums which afford a chance 
to gamble. 

The better class of turfmen in 
the Sunday racing a menace to the 
sport.
